W e will not stop now to enquire whether Congress is 


not b'jtind to protect creditors, whose industry is misdi­ 


rected and whose property is fraudulently gtunhled for, in 
consequence o f the operation of the exclusive powers of 


this state order of priveleged debtor.«, by a uniform law. 
Our present olqect is to discuss llie evils ot our banking 


gyftein and the rometiies heretofore proposed iiy difi'ercut 


pariies; who, by the way, never seem to have considered 
the unjust relations o f debtor and creditor established 


by our system. 
These evils, we repeat, have been frankly acUnowiedged 


by men of all partit s to he inher' nl in our present system. 
By none have they lief n exposed with more zeal than by 
N IC H O L A S B ID D L E and Ids hired writers, when it 


served his purposps to tell the tniih. 
He, with liis friend 
Gallatin, as we showed in our last numlier, traced these 


evils to oveiliankitig. 
'Phe disorders of the currfiicy and 


the periodical 
commercial distresses under wldch the 


Union has sufTered so inutth, were not only cnnfe.ssed, 
but proved by them to arise from “ O V E R T R A D IN G 
BROUGHT ON by overbanking.” 
Biddle traced the 


course of trade as governed by the law'.s of value to sliow 
that large issues, even while the notes were payable in 


specie, may he injurious; becau.-e, under o u r credit 
system o f currency, they occasion a rise of prices. 
H is 
boast lliat he could control this curreiii y by practical wis­ 


dom in expaiuting and contracting, was belied by his own 
exou.-es in 1826. 
He did not then ¡uetend to p r e v e n t 
overtrading by means of his potent engine. 
He did not 


consider it his duty, though it was the performance of this 


duly that coifliit^ted the merit for which he afterw ards 


claimed a re-charter. 
H e, in 1826, was perfectly willing 
to »How overtrading, prouiderf the peofile did not over­ 
trade so imirh ill fo re ig n luxuries as to create a heavy 
foreign debt and incommode him by drains of s|K‘cie to 


p;iy it. 
If they committed this sin, the i he told them to 
go home and make up, by prudence, fo r their exlrava' 
gance in the luxuries o f E urope. 
H E would not pay 
their debts by loans. H E had too much practical w is­ 
dom to be guilty o f such foolish tenderness f o r his 
country— “ best loied when worst governed,” as he im­ 
prudently conles.setl the other tlay— probably because tliis 
overtrading ferougAi on by ovcthankicg enabled him to 


pocket the profits, wiiile lie made the cuuntry bear all the 
losses and disasters of oveibanking. 
When distress coui- 


mitletis waited on the money emperor for aid in 1826, a 


few months pievious to his writing his Essay on ovtrtrad- 


iiig, Biddle refused to aid them, replying that— 
It is the order of nature that if men or nations live ex- 
travaianlty fwhiie “ overtrading brought on 
by over- 
banking” ragesj they rnnst suffer till they repair their los­ 
ses by p udeace” — that “ the Bank is invoked to tLSsimie 
that which, whoever attempts, deserves the ruin he will 
suffer. 
It is requested to erect itself into a special provi­ 
dence to modify the laws o f nature and to deel re that 
the ordinary late of the heedless and improvident [those 
guilty o f “ overtrading brought on by overbatiking” ] 
shall not be applied in the United tstat»*.«». 
Onr country- 
meii are to l.c indulged w ithout re>'traini in the utm ost ex­ 
travagance o f the L U X U R IE S (JF E U R O i’L , or 
credit fr o m the banks; aiid when the day of payment 
arrive.«, 
debtor slinll not ho called on for ptiuuent— 
the banks shall not he iiieommoded to pay ilteir notes, for 
tlie moment any inconvenience [i. e. any piesfure eau.-ed 
by this “ overtrading b r o u g h t on by overbanking”} 
is felt, the Bank of the United States will certainly inter- 
pose and pav the debt.
